Tho spirit of progress shown by the vote 
on the court house bond proposition Tues­ 
day by the citizens 
of Pettis 
county can 
well be taken as an earnest of a bright 
future for the community. 
Not only did 
the vote as a whole show that the men and 
women of the county 
are 
awake to the 
needs of the county and w illing to put aside 
their usual occupations to go to the polls 
and participate personally in public affairs, 
but the result— nearly a five to one ma­ 
jority in favor of the bonds— demonstrates 
that the people are abreast of the times and 
"•ready to meet the responsibilities of their 
fL-day and age, even though it requires the 
expenditure of a large amount of money. 
- The result means much to present and fu­ 
ture, not alone in this particular matter of 
a court house, but in other things as well, 
* fo r it places the county in a forward posi­ 
tion and makes it a leader in the state. This 
can not but bring its own reward in many 
material ways in the years to come. 
« -------------------- 
WOULD BE A FINE THING. 
Now that Pettis county is to have a court 
house it would be a very fine thing if the 
county court could see its way to make the 
appropriatibn for the public health service, 
request for w’hich is now before it for con­ 
sideration. 
The fact that with the county 
doing its part the state seconds its efforts 
\vith an amount 
equal 
to 
wThat it gives, 
makes the proposition a very attractive one 
from the point of view of the public good. 
No one questions the great amount of bene­ 
fit this health w’ork brings to a community, 
not only for the present but for all the fu­ 
ture, and whatever is given it is bound to 
be a splendid investment both in a moral 


3ind financial sense. Healthy citizens make 
for the betterment of a state and nation 
m d those benefits increase as the years go 
on. 
If the money can be found the court 
could use it in no better way than to carry 
out the program proposed. 


WHAT FORESTS MEAN TO US. 
Down in 
Florida the forest problem 
seems to be awakening a good deal of in­ 
terest. 
The newspapers of the state have 
been engaged for some time in a persistent 
and energetic effort to instill a realization 
of the vital importance of the establishment 
of forest 
conservation 
measures, and to 
them we are indebted for recalling the fol­ 
lowing striking summary of the basic ele­ 
ments of the problem by Git fold Pinchot, 
- fo rm e rly chief 
forester 
of 
the United 
States, now governor of Pennsylvania. The 
subject has never been summed up more 
impressively. Said Mr. Pinchot: 
“Half of the sawed lumber used in 
the whole world is used in the United 
States, and there is no other country 
that has established its agriculture and 
its industry on a basis of so lavish a 
use of wood as this country of ours. 
We are now’ facing the absolute cer- 
taintv, within a comparatively small 
* 
number of years, of having to reduce 
the consumption of timber; and tim­ 
ber is the most universal of all mater­ 
ials and has more to do with the stan­ 
dard of living, in my judgment, than 
any other basic material. We are now’ 
facing the necessity of having to re­ 
duce to one-hall or perhaps one-third. 
That is going to mean 
a 
complete 
overturning of our methods of agricul­ 
ture and industry. 
I he w’hole thing is 
“ interwoven in our national life to a 
point that makes the use of wood in 
some sense the critical thing in estab­ 
lishing our costs of living and our com­ 
mercial and individual welfare. 
It is 
the key to our individual safety and 
comfort and prosperity. 
W e are com­ 
ing as a nation right square up against 


the place where our own supplies will 
be exhausted and we are facing a sit­ 
uation where we cannot get w’hat w*e 
have not at home anywhere else in the 
world. 
I do not think the people g e n ­ 
erally have come to realize what the 
thing means. 
This forest question is 
far and away the 
biggest 
economic 
question before the people of the 
United States/' 
It is hard to make people realize the es­ 
sential truth of all this. 
But every year is 
piling up the proof. 
Ten years from now 
the facts wdll be recognized 
everywhere. 
Then states which have forests will rejoice 
at the foresight w’hich saved their forests 
from them and those which have none will 
mourn their folly.

SECRETARY WEEKS AND “PACIFISM.”

Secretary of War Weeks, in a statement 
bristling, not with invective, but with incon- 
tcstible facts, effectively refutes the paci­ 
fist propaganda being spread so extensive­ 
ly at this time by various organizations pro­ 
fessing to have at heart only the best inter­ 
ests of the country. 
The secretary singles out the so-called 
National Council for the Prevention of War 
as a particularly mischievous disseminator 
of falacious reasoning based upon palpably 
incorrect figures. He sets at rest the wide­ 
ly circulated statement that 85 per cent of 
the national 
budget 
for 1924 will go to 
“pay the cost of past and future wars" and 
that “one-fifth of the entire budget goes to 
the army and navy.” 
Secretary Weeks proposes the readily 
accessible official figures contained in the 
budget submitted 
to President Harding. 
That budget show’s that 32.7 per cent, in­ 
stead of 85 per cent, is included under 
“military functions" and that of this only 
13.5 per cent will be used for the national 
defense, the remaining 19.2 going to pay 
pensions, retirement pay, 
life 
insurance, 
etc. 
Even including every dollar of this total 
as “paying for past and future wars?,” it is 
only a little more than one-fourth of the 
percentage falsely declared by the council 
to be devoted to the army and navy. 
The secretary further points out— w’hat 
every intelligent person knowns and what 
every fair minded person would take into 
account— that the army spends many mil­ 
lions of dollars annually for purposes not 
remotely connected w’ith wars of any kind. 
In administering a vigorous rebuke to the 
“pacifists,” w’hom he has no hesitancy in 
declaring “enemies of the republic,” Secre­ 
tary Weeks will be applauded by all IOO 
per cent American citizens, none of whom 
ought to be, if any are, misled by the crafty 
propaganda 
spread 
by 
these 
vicious 
agencies 
of un-Americanism 
and 
anti- 
Americanism.

LUXOR, Egypt, April l l .—An ^ 
d e n t H ittite docum ent recently un­ 
earthed in A natolia discloses

am azing royal rom ance 
in 
which 
Queen 
Ankhsamen, 
consort 
of 
Pharaoh Tutankham en was one 
of 
the principals. 
It also appears that 
the queen was banished by T utank­ 
ham en's successor, the Pharoah Ay. 
This 
rem arkable 
document 
has 
been translated by Professor Archi­ 
bald H. Sayee, one of the 
leading 
Babylonian and Egyptian scholars o? 
G reat Britain. 
It reveals the extra­ 
ordinary fact th a t while King T ut­ 
an k ham en’s body was still upon its 
bier aw aiting burial, his 27 year old 
wife dispatched an em bassador to 
the king of the H ittites, who was 
then besieging the ancient city of 
Carehem ish between Mosul and Da­ 
mascus, to induce the king to give 
h er one of his sons in marriage. 
“ My husband is dead,” said the 
Egyptian queen to the H ittite ruler 
through her am bassador. 
“I have 
no children. 
Your sons are said te 
be grown up. 
If you will give me 
one of them and if he will be my; 
husband, he will be a great helpmate. 
I send bridal gifts.” 
The king of the H ittites apparently 
doubted the motives and good faith 
of the Egyptian queen. 
He replied 
to h er overtures: 
“The son of your lord (the King), 
w here is he? 
H ave you deceived 
m e? 
The general 
of 
the 
army 
(H orem eb) has not nominated my 
son to the kingship.” 
The 
queen 
thereupon 
rejoined:’ 
“W hat is this? 
I deceived you? If 
I had a son and my people had a 
ruler, I would not have sought the 
hand of a man from another country. 
No one has had children by me. 
I 
have no son. 
Give me one of your 
sons as m y husband and he shall be 
king of the land of Egypt.” 
The docum ent shows that the roy­ 
al rom ance was alm ost completed by 
the king of the H ittites giving the 
fair suitor one of his sons; but just 
as the m arriage w'as about to be cele­ 
brated, King Ay seized the throne of 
Egypt, and the hopeless queen was 
banished. 
P resent history ^ n d archaeology 
show no trace of Queen Ankhsamen. 
She seem s to have entirely disap­ 
peared from view after 
King 
Ay 
usurped the throne. It is known only 
that she was the real inheritor of 
the throne, and th a t Tutankham en 
owned his kingship entirely to the 
rights of royal succession. 
It is pre­ 
sumed th a t Ay’s motive in banishing 
her was to prevent a foreigner from 
ruling over Egypt especially a hated 
H ittitite. 
American archaeologists, who gave 
the text of this amazing document to 
the Associated Press correspondent 
regard the foregoing circumstances 
as one of the m ost dram atic revela­ 
tions in present day knowledge 
of 
Egyptian history. 
The 
H ittite nar­ 
rative, they say makes it clear that 
T utankham en did not have progeny 
to continue his flourishing reign. It

they add, that the body of Queen 
Ankhsamen will be found in the roy­ 
al necropolis.

The Mosul oil field has been a

He may replace it with a sim­ 
ilar one from his binder, as a result 
ot the standardization and simplifi­ 
cation of farm machinery indicated 
by a survey just completed by the 
National 
Institute 
of 
Progressive 
Farming. 
The programs of simplification, as 
undertaken by leading implement 
manufacturers, are improving repair 
and dealer service with 
resultant 
saving in time, labor and money for 
the farmer, the survey indicated. 
Figures furnished 
by Alexander 
Legge, president of the International 
Harvester Company, were submitted 
to the institute as indicative of the 
lines along which his company has 
been working for simplification. He 
said that in 1918 the company made 
one standard two-horse wagon in 876 
types but reduced the types to 16 
in 1922. 
Twenty-two sizes of plows 
also were eliminated, he said.

other m a n v f i c M irers showed similar 
^portional decreases.
